The  referrals  were  dealt 
with  on  the  basis  of  a  quarterly  visit,  the  unit  staying  one  day.  In  con¬ 
formity  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Adrian  Committee  where  children 
under  fifteen  and  pregnant  women  needed  to  be  X-Rayed,  full  size  films 
were  used  instead  of  miniatures.

Waterworks  Co.  Two  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  for  analysis 
which  were  satisfactory.

ICE  CREAM. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-four  premises  are  registered  to  retail  ice  cream 
and  of  these  four  are  registered  to  manufacture.  During  the  year  73  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  and  5  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Bacteriological  Samples. 

There  are  four  provisional  grades  for  ice  cream  and  grades  1  and  2 
are  satisfactory.  Of  the  5  samples  taken  4  were  Grade  1,  and  1  Grade  2. 


MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  One  is  a  new  bacon 
factory  which  was  opened  in  May,  1961.  The  other  slaughterhouse  is 
situated  at  Feckenham  and  is  used  by  two  local  butchers  and  a  wholesaler 
who  supplies  18  butchers  in  the  town.  Of  the  33  butchers  shops,  12  are 
multiple  concerns. 

100%  inspection  of  carcases  is  maintained  of  animals  slaughtered  in 
the  district.  829  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  compared  with  489 
the  previous  year  and  the  number  of  animals  inspected  was  42,052,  an 
increase  of  21.460
